"The cliff pecplearc a busy folk," 


writes Hanlin Garland in The Ladies' 
Hcrae Journal, in an article describing 
the bones, hcine life and custcras of the 
cliff dwellers cf the Fouthwcst—"the 
mcst mysterious people ia America, "as 
te detignatcs them. "The women grind 
meal and weave tOankcts and baskets 
and make very intcrrstinR and often 
beautiful pottery. The old men mate 
moccasins very dtftly, while tho young- 
er tacn RO down fron the cli3 to the 
field* to tend the growing crcp, to 
watch the struggling ccrn « it battles 
against drifting bet sand and against 
sudden fiood=—such are theeitremities 
Cf their climate. Each mcrning while I 
•was in Hano I heard the men at early 
dawa go singing dcwn the steep trail— 
down into the purple plain. Their qua- 
vering Eccgs floated up to ruo with a 
strange beauty. Each raornin?, while 
it was (till dark, the women woke me 
by entering the rooai where I lay to 
grind corn, and each nigiit I went to 
•leep to the regular rhythm cf the meal- 
ing Etcue timed to tha mystical reli- 
gious chant cf the toiling wciaen. 


"Let it be raid that there i? no wom- 


an ilavery among these people anymore 
than among the Kavajoi-s. The women 
are chief property holders. The house is 
generally the woman's, and descent is 
through her and cot through the father. 
The men are seldcn severs iu manmr, 
and in Accma and \Va!pi, as well as in 
Lacuna and Zuni, I Eaw the men tak- 
ing care cf the babies and dcirg it with 
great tenderness and f milinjj patience. 
I saw no evidence cf any severity tieept 
in case cf the old women. They seerae-d 
to be the drudges tf the house!>i!d in 
Walpi and in Accma, carrying wood 
and bottles cf water cp the tte-ep trail, 
bent, withered, morose and ccmplain- 
ing: They alone cf all these people 
seemed saturnine."
